Wheat Crop 


Expected to 


Set Record 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 1974 U.S. wheat crop 
which adm inistration of­ 
ficials predict will set a new 
record and help ease 
a 
worldwide pinch on grain 
supply was in good condition 
in most areas as ot April I, 
the Agriculture Department 
says. 
Agriculture 
Department 
experts have “projected” a 
potential total 1974 wheat 
crop of 2.1 billion bushels up 
some 400 million bushels 
from last year. If the big 
harvest is realized, officials 
believe it will more than 
meet total domestic and 
export demand in the year 
starting July I, and will 
leave some surplus to begin 
rebuilding 
the 
nation s 
shrunken reserves. 


Tuesday —and num erous 
am endm ents, 
the 
w ide­ 
ranging package of cam ­ 
paign reform s rem ained 
virtually intact. 
Despite its strong support 
in the Senate, the bill faces 
deep resistance in the House 
and probably a veto by 
President Nixon. 
The Senate W ednesday 
settled 
on 
a 
cam paign 
spending ceiling of 12 cents 
per voter in the general 
election and 8 cents in the 
primaries. That would give a 
presidential candidate about 
$17 million in the general 
election and more than $10 
million in the primary. 
Rejected, 
51-37, 
was 
a 
proposal by Sen. Jacob K. 
javits, R N Y., to increase 
general election spending to 
14 cents per voter while 
leaving intact the 8 cents in 
the primaries. 


The Senate also tabled 
(defeated) an attempt by 
Sen. Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., 
to kill the bill. The vote was 
57-31. 


Under provisions of the 
bill, major party candidates 
for the White House and 
Congress in the general 
election could get a federal 
subsidy equal to the spen­ 
ding ceiling. 
The 
candidates 
could 
choose to use federal funds 
exclusively, rely totally on 
private contributions, or 
take a mix of the two. 
In the 
primaries, 
can­ 
didates would first have to 
raise a kitty —$250,000 for a 
White House aspirant—and 
the 
governm ent 
would 
match that and all small 
contributions—$250 or less 
for presidential candidates 
-on a dollar for dollar basis. 
Senate and 
House can ­ 
didates would have to put up 
less seed money and only 
contributions under $100 
would be matched. 
The bill also limits con­ 
tributions by an individual to 
$25,000 in a single year with 
no more than $3,000 for any 
single 
candidate. 
Cash 
contributions in excess of 
$100 would be prohibited.

trombone. He finally settled 
for the trumpet. 
In 1947, he started working 
in the United States first 
with Boyd Raeburn’s Big 
Band and then with Jimmy 
Dorsey and Charlie Barnet.

Kenton’s Orchestra, staying 
with him until 1953 when he 
went to Hollywood to become 
first-call trumpet man for 
Param ount Pictures.

the 
legendary New York jazz 
club. This band was known 
as the 
“Birdland Dream 
Band,” and its members 
included some of the top 
session men in New York. 
Maynard was on the road 
in 1956 with a new brand of 
up-and-coming 
musicians 
with whom he continued 
traveling until the Fall of 
1967 when they disbanded. 
He then signed with Harold 
Davidson to tour England 
with an All-Star British Big 
Band called “Top Brass.’ 
While 
visiting 
Man­ 
chester, Maynard met a 
long-time fan and fellow 
trumpet player in Ernie 
Garside, who, at the time 
owned the now legendary 
Club 43. After telling Gar- 
side he would like to remain 
in Britain, they formed the 
forerunner of the band that 
Maynard now leads with 
great success in England 
and the Continent. Tours of 
Sweden. Holland. Germany, 


Italy, 
Belgium, 
Hungary, 
C z e c h o s lo v a k ia , 
an d 
Yugoslavia followed. 
Maynard Ferguson at 44 
has been almost everyhwere 
and done almost everything. 
“All I’ve ever wanted was to 
be influenced by everything 
in life that turned on my joy 
centres.” Maynard goes on 
to say, “All my life I’ve just 
wanted to play my own 
pleasure game. I’m serious 


about meditation, but not 
earnest. It’s a philosophy of 
joy.” 
His music tells of the big 
bands of today. Charts like

L A M B - My 
father and I have been in dis­ 
pute for quite a while over 
the use of a product to ten­ 
derize meat. My father thinks 
that if it tenderizes meat it 
can also tenderize a person s 
stomach, is that true'* 
D E A R R E A D E R - I won t 
comment on the controver­ 
sies surroun ding a ll the 
various ingredients in ten­ 
derizers, but none of these 
really relate to tenderizing 
the stomach. 
Our stomach is protected 
from tenderizing. The best 
tenderizer in the world is the 
acid pepsin juice formed nor­ 
m al'” DV tho stomach The 
hydrochloric acid and the 
enzyme w ill start the initial 
digestion of any meat we eat, 
breaking it down into smaller 
chem ical units. Its action 
helps to convert solid meat 
into a slush before it can even 
leave the stomach. 
The acid pepsin juice in 
large quantities w ill digest 
areas of the small intestine 
just outside the stom ach 
causing a duodenal ulcer. Or, 
if you have a faulty closure 
mechanism at the top of the 
stomach the acid pepsin juice 
w ill re g u rg ita te into the 
low er esophagus causing 
“ heartburn or an ulcer. J his 
can happen with hiatal her­ 
nia.

pepsin juice. It likewise pro­ 
tects the stomach from a lot 
of things we eat. So, I think 
that one danger concerning 
m eat tend erizers can be 
forgotten. 
It you are worried about 
the adverse effects of any 
tenderizer, you can always 
tenderize meat by m arinat­ 
ing it. Soaking it in vinegar 
or wine softens the tough con­ 
nective tissue and makes it 
tender. Grinding meat (for 
exam ple, round steak to 
m a k e h a m b u r g e r ) a lso 
breaks up the tough libers. 
Neither wine nor vinegar will 
hurt you if used to tenderize 
meat before cooking it. Any 
a lco h o l p re se n t w ill be 
destroyed in the cooking pro­ 
cess. You can marinate any 
meat or poultry. 
Incidentally, the longer a 
meat is cooked at low tem­ 
perature, the more tender it 
will become. The persistent 
low heat w ill break down the 
tough fibers and do the job 
for you.
